néar a conciufion. the recent fuccefs of the | 


barbarians in capcuring the beit otf our tin- 


gates, has rendered the profpect of peace 
more diftant thanever. Our ofhcers and 
feamen, during the whole courte of the 


war, have uniformly dilplaved a deter. 
mined zeal in the difcharge of their duty, 
and a proper regard for the glory of their 
country. I+ is not my intention, in the 
courle of the following obfervations, to 
cenfure ther conduét in the flightelt de- 
gree ; I defiga only to examine whether 
the protra€tion of the war may not be attri 
bured to the improper condué of adminif- 
tration. 

It is worthy of enquiry what are the 
views of government inthe war. Is it by 
conquering the Tripolitans, to avoid the 
ignominy of tribute ? Or is it to leffen 
the enormity of their demands ? In either 
cafe the condu& of adminiftration is mark- 
ed by awant of wifdomand energy. Ex- 
perience has demonftrated that an attemp: 
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' Sotrue is the obfervation of the poet ;

to conquer the Barbary powers wi'l be 
fruitlefs. It Charles V. who pofleffed 
the treafures of two worlds, whofe armies 
were inured to lavour, and thoroughly dif- 
ciplined inthe long and bloody wars which 
his ambition excited in Europe, ang whofe 
dominions were within fight of the African 
coaft, was unable to make a permanent 
impreflion on the barbarians ; the fuppo- 
fition is rattona!, that an attempt on the 
part of the United States to effeé& a con- 
queft at the diftance of more than three 
thoufand miles, and without any of thofe 
refources which were pofle fled by the Span- 
ith monarch, will only betray the weak. 
nefs of the government and the incapacity 
of its adminiftrators. Let us, however tor 
amoment fuppofe that we could fucced in 
effing a landing ; that in an encounter 
with the natives the valour of our troops 
fhouid prevail; and by infufing a terror 
into the barbarians, produce fubmiffion to 
the United States. Does any rational man 
fuppofe that the conqueft would be perma- 
nent; thatthe neighbouring powers wouid 
calmly behold, inthe deftru€tion of Tri- 
polt, the prelude tc their own anothilation ? 
on the contrary, the expettation of a fimilar 
fate wonld arm the whole coalt of barbari- 
ans trom Bareato Morocco. The fuppo- 
fiion, however, of the fubmiffion of the 
inhabitants is chimerical. They muft be 
utterly extirpated betore the country could 
become firmly annexed to the United 
S.ates ; and I ain perfuaded that the philo- 
fophick Jefferfon would revolt at a meaf- 
ure fo repugnant to bis philanthropy. It 
the inhabitants are extirpated, the United 
States muft incur the expenfe of a nume- 
rous army, which muft be permanently | 
eftablithed inthe country to prevent its oc. | 
cupation by new tribes of Mahometans. 
Luis would be fo entirely repugnant to the 
economy of our adminiftration, that Mr. 
Jeflerfon would never entertain a ferious 
expedtation of efleding a conquett. 

W hat then are his views in this protraét- 
ed war? If itbe his defign to reduce with- 
in proper bouads, the immoderate de- 
mands of the barbarians, has he ufed thofe 
meafures which are neceflary tor effeéting 
this purpofe ? On the contrary, has not 
his conduét been marked by an entire 
want of forefiyht—I had almoft faid, ot 
common fenfe ? A torce, not fufficient 
for a convoy, 1s employed to anfwer the 
bouble purpofe of blockading Tripoli and 
of e{corting our merchant men. Ina nig- 
gardly regard to economy, our adminiltra- 
tion has incured the expenfe of millions.

The ble {fed efft &ts of this economy have 
fhewn themfelves in the lofs of our beft 
frigate. | It has thrown more than three 
hundred of our brave {camen into the hor- 
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rors of African flavery. Let not the 
triends of adminiftration, affert that thefe 
calamities are to be attributed to the for- 
tune of war, which no human prudence 
could forefee ;—Mr. Jefferfon himfelf has 
fufficientty acknowledged that the torce, 
tormerly employed, was inadequate tothe 
purpofes of the war, by thofe vigorous 
meafures which he is now adopting. It 
he had poffeffed a particle of that wiffom 
which his ftation demands, he mult have 
known that a lingering war could ferve on- 
ly to increafe the obftinacy ot the barbari- 
ans, and that they are to be reduced to 
reafon only by the preflure of immediate 
calamity. To conclude the war with hon- 
our and advantage, and in fuch a manner 
as will deterthem from future hoftility, a 
torce mult be e nployed fuficient to reduce 
their town to afhes. 


It was in this manner the gallant Blake 
chaftifed the infulence of Tunis, and infuf- 
eda terror of the Euglifh name, The fame 
fuccefs wil! attend our arms, if Mr. Jet- 
terfon will a€& with the fpirit of a man, and 
the liberality which becomes the chief ma- 
giftrare of agreat nation. Let him equipa 
competent torce and difpatch it to the 
Mediterranean, with inftru€tions to bom- 
vard Tripoli, our feamen are brave and 
fkillfuil ; we fhall then no more be infulted 
with accounts of the triumphs ofa petty 
bafhaw. I will venture to affert that it the 
expedition fails, it will be owing to the el- 
ements, nottothe arms of the barbarians.

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ON THE CULTURE OF CABBAGES. 


To procure early Cabbages, 


N the fpring as foon as the fprouts 
onthe cabbage flalks have grown to the 
length of a plant fit for fetting, cut them 
out with a [mall flice of the ftalk, about 
two inches long ; and, if the feafon per- 
mit plant themina gerden and the ufual 
care will produce good cabbages. 

A gentleman inthe vicinity of Phila- 
delpia purfued the following plan: He 
fowed his feed in Augult, and fet out the 
plants in autumn, letting them remain out 
allwinter. If very cold, he covered them 
with flraw—ot 500 plants 3co commonly 
lived, and headed very early ; the reft an- 
{wered for greens. 

Mr, Dean (N. England farmer) fays, 
cabbages require arich foil, rather mort 
thandry. A clay foil well mixed with 
other matters, is very proper for them. 
They are fad to grow well in drained 
fwamps without manure, Flog durg well 
rotted, door dung and afhes are fuitable 
manures for them. Fach plant fhoald 
have at leaft four foot of ground—in other 
words, the plants fhould be two feet a- 
funder. In gardens -and ima!! yards, this 
isa good diftance ; butin fields where they 
areto be cultivated by a plough, a greater 
diftance is neceflary. VUhe rows may be 
three feet apart, and the plants two feet in 
the rows, 

The princip'e things which prevent the 
growth of cabbages, arc, the fumble foot, 
fo cailed, grubs, and lice, Manuring 
with alhes and lime tends to prevent the 
firft, asthe roots being mifshapen by means 
of being wounded by infe&s, to which the 
hot qualities of afhes and lime are antedotes. 

The grub, or black worm, travels in 
the night from plant to plant, eats cif the 
flalk juf®bove the ground, and buries it- 
felfinthe foil when the funisup. To 
guard againft this worm, a little circle of 
lime or rock weed round the plant is of 
Tervice. 

To defroy lice on cabbazes, they fhould 
be wafhed with ftrong brine, or fea water, 

or fmoke fhould be madeamong them with 


flraw, fulpher, tobacco, &e. But the 
hard frofls in autumn do not fail to fubdue 
therm.

General Moreau to Lieutenant General Duroc. 


Paris, September &. 

GENERAL, 

I have received the letter which you 
have done me the honor to write to me 
in the name of the firit confual, offering 
me acommand in the expedition againtt 
England. 1 thought that my opinion of 
that enterprize was fuflic:ently known, to 
have faved me the unpleafantne‘s of re- 
jeéting fucha pofition. I fhall, however, 


aniwer with the franknefs of a foldier, | 


who can explain himfelt the more eafily, 
without referve upon the prefent occafion, 
as he has given fome proofs of courage, 
and done his country fome important fer- 
vices; and befides, general, I confider 
your letter as rather being intended to 
found my intentions, than as tran{mitting 
to me orders. I have never been the ad- 
vocate of maritime expeditions, particu- 
larly fince I have feen the remnant ol our 
marine, and the choice of our armies, 
fwallowed up in them with aftonifhing ra- 
piditv., Ithink that, in forming enterpri- 
fes, the iffue of which is very uncertain, 
and the refult of which may ‘give a mor- 
tal blow to the government which con- 
ceives them, and to the nation which fe- 
conds them, one ought to be forced to 
them by circumftances fo imperious, that 
the fatety and honor of the flate would be 
compromifed, if one fhould makea retro- 


gade ftep, that fhould difcover weaknels | 


or irrefolution.

This regret willexplain to him my 
prefent opinion of the expedition shat is 
preparing, and my refufaltotake in part 
the direction of it. We had the beft army 
in Europe, the beft means of recuiting our 
forces weakened by eleven years of war. 
In this place we have now corps almoft en- 
tirely compofed of confcripts, among 
whom we no longer obferve the veteran 
foldiers: but like thofe reins which atteft 
the grandeur and magnificence cf thofe ed- 
ifices whichtime.has overthrown. 

At prefent, if we may judge from the 
immenfe preparations that are making, 
fromthe concentration of our forces, up- 
on points near the coaft, recolieéting the 
declarations made by government, and the 
reports which it accredits, the bufinefs in 
hand is nothing lefs than a defperate enter- 
prife, the improbable fuccefs of which 
would bethe ruinof England, but thofe 
almoft certain refult will weaken us asa 
continental power, and be our total del- 
tru€tion as a maratime nation. I may be 
permitted to afk, upon feeing interefts of 
fuch great magnitude hazarded or com- 
promifed, whether we were in a fituation 
fo critical with refpeét to England, that 
we were obliged to [wear its deftruttion, 
and to prepare our own ruin. We were 
powerful and refpe€led upon the conti- 
nent ; we direéted (with too much impe- 
tuofity perhaps) all its political tranfac- 
tions ; we were fafe from the power of the 
Englifh navy, and for a long time, no 
doubt, above the intrigues of the minilters 
of England, and isin this fituation, truly 
firong, energetic, and impvfing, that we 
attempf an enterprife which could only be 
excufed by a delpair that leftus no choice 
of meaiures. Iam far from difapproving 
of the enthufiafmexcited in the nation a- 
gainit a nation eternally its rival and almott 
always its enemy, from blaming the efforts 
and the faerifices which it infpires ; but I 
think that the a€tion of government ought 
to confine itfelf to the developement of 
chefe difpofitions for the purpofe of pre- 
paring thro’ it the reforation of our maiine 
—but to yo farther, to devote to fuch great 
perils, our armies, ftill in the labor of 
‘heir organization ; this general, be affur- 
ed, is toexpofe us to be aflailed by thole 
continental powers who are jealous of us, 
and have their eye upon us. This is to 
replace us in the difaftrous circumitances, 
trom which we were only extricated by the 
miracle that brought Bonaparte from E 
yypt, and made him triumph on the 1gth 
Brumaire.
